The plumage of the kiwl ls a dull 
brown «freaked with light gray, and 
the body resembles a m iniature hay- 
shock. rather badly hacked off at the 
rear part, as nature has not provid­ 
ed the kiwt with such decorations as 
a fall. The absence of wings Is com­ 
pensated 
for by their swiftness of 
foot, and the large, clum ty-looklng 
legs, which are sometimes used as 
weapon«, are placed far back on the 
oddly shaped body.
